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Maftrr Hooker does wot ſay that the Anabaptifi r in Germany did dereiue 
Parkanents with their bipocrifie. ] 

No man told you he did ; we oncly learne thus much from that forie 
of their foule iniuftice and cruelty, that upon proportionable Princi- 
ples, ſuch miſchicfes being then, may be againe, For cxample, if a pow 
er be placed in accrtane body of men, by which they arc allowed 
to breake all inferiour lawes, if they thinke it is for the good of the 
people, &c, and if this body be backe by the greater part of the peo= 

le, as having gained on their affetions by faire promiſes of a perfeR 
LE males and that they ſhall at length enioy the purity and (implici- 
ty of the vor 3 In this caſc, may it not be a ſufficient motiverto take 
away mcnseitates , becauſc they cannot confide in them ? Is it not iuſt 
to take away, from enemies of the State, the power of hurting it ? Tis 
wry obvious,that for thoſe men, of whomthey have no good opinion, 
to have wealth may be a crime, to have honours treaſonable. 

As for the thirty tyrants of Athens, we know they were not choſen by 
the People, as our K nights, Citizens, &c, 

This circum'tance alters not the caſe, if after they are elefed, they 
cullenge as uuqueltionable, and as irrevocable power, But the main 
intent of chat inltance, was, to ſhew there may be atyranny of many, 
and chat much more miſcrable, ther that of one, in many reſpeRs, IF 
th: inordinate deſires of one are hardly ſatisfied, how much morc may 
we luffer vnder thoſe of many ? we cannot hope to weary them. If we 
mult be flaves, better to have one Maſter, then foure hundred. T 
the blowes were equall, that from a Royall hand, would not ſmart 1o 
mach ; it wounds the very ſoule, tobce trampled on bye lls, The 
weighe of preſent evils would lefle atfit, then e of fu- 
ture, There may be continuall ſupply of Torment z new and hungry flies 
may ſucceed inthe roome of the old, and fuck ſtrongly ,notr 
many have already beene gutted, Neither can wee expeRt an end 
theſe mileries, ſuch a body is immortall, whercas the vices of a Prince 
al one and die wich the man, we may be reſtored to happincile

out of that number, and ſoreduced him to their triall.7 ber amene; pleads 
for him(c)fe z They ought to looke upon his as a common Caſe ; their 
names mi ght as calily be blotted out, He adviſes them ta be very wary 
in making ſuch a preltident, which might ruine them, and thcir poſterje 
ty. T hc iſſuc was this, Particular men being overawed by their feares, 
thought it their wiſelt way to hold their peace,ſince if they ſhould ſpeak 
1n his behalfe, there was little hopes to redeeme him, but great probabi- 
lity to ruine themſelves, So they choſe rather to expoſe themſclves, to 
thoſe tuture inconveniences, which poſſibly might not come upon them 
then hazard a preſent danger, By this advantage, the tyrants prevailed, 
and condemned him to dyc. 

T he thin g1 taken from the King at Hull were eArmes, which are of more 
dan ger when other kind of Chattels, } 

By the ſame law, all that part ot the Kingdome, which is not conf 
ded in, may be difarmed, Nay, why may not their money be taken too, 
upon probable teare, they may buy Armes with it > The Subjc& is ins 
miſerable condition, that is lyable to be undone, ay often as they pleaſe 
to be fearctull, Itis fo farre from exculing, it aggravates the fa&, to take 
away the Kings Armes, thatis, the mcancs whereby he may fcize what 
ever cle belongs unto bis Majceſtie. The Law of this ons hath 
onely entri the Prince with Armes, {o, that the Subje& onght oo) 

to be Arraicd, Trained, and Moſtered, but by his Commiſsion. 

Bur ſom: determination muſt bs Supreme, and therefore either the Ki 
power and truſt muſt be guided by the diſcretion of the P arlument, ore 
the ch 97, and all other Comrts muſt be everraled by the Kings meer 

cretion. 

No necefiity of cither; for in caſes of this nature, which he confe{- 
ſes to be extraordinary, it the King and Parliament diſſent, things mult 
be at a ſtand, and the SubjeR mult be obedient to the ordinary Law. = 

The caſe of Ireland, as it is laid downeby his Majeſtic, is unan{we- 
rable ; and therefore he is forced to extreame ſhifts, being unable to 
fay any thing materiall, and yet unwilling to hold his peace. 

England and Ireland are one and th: [ane Dominan, 5 PPT. 
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intimate union betwixt them, as betwizt England and Wales, 

If chis were fo, Iriſh Barons would be Engliſh Peeres, and Fnglith

A thing is faid in Law tobe done by force, not onely when men a- 
Aually ,if they make ule of their liberty, and refuſc to ſatisfie the 
paſsion and bumor of ſame, but then alſo, when they have juſt grounds 
of feare, for this works on the minde, as [trongly, as the other onthe 
body. And therefore Seneca, tels us, ſtating this point of freedome, Vim 
C& majorem, of met excipie, quibus adhibitus eletis perit, And Cicero, 
Nec qui:quam equitati tam inf ſtum eſt, quam corvocats hon nts, f a* 
wars, It remaines then, we examinc, whether the names of many Gen- 
tlemen were not openly read 1n tumults ; whether they were not po» 
ſed with direRions to their particular lodgings z whether the way to 
the Houſe , were not ſo beſct wita clamorous tudes ; 
that they mut piſſe through the midſt of them, wh lelt they in- 
forme them what is fit tobe voted, and inquire after their names, and 
what fide they take.

Far 
they maſt expect to luffer all thoſe cvills, which faftion can produce, and 
what happineſſe can be hoped for ina Kingdome divided in it ſelfe?

Certainly it wero to be deſired, we might enjoy the benefits of Power; 
and not be ſubjeR tothe poſſible abuſe thereof, But ſince this cannot be 
fully provided for, becauſe the fame hand, which 1s enablcd to proted, 
may injure, the aimes of wiſe!t ſtates have bin, not ſo muchtotake away 
the power( becauſe rhea they ſhould be likely totutter under a weak Pro- 
ecor as the will of oppreſſion. The molt probable meanes to effeRthis, 
is, (aftcr a certaine rule 1s agreed upon, and Lawcs areeitabliſhed to ace 
quaint aGovyernour, what he ought to doe in pertormance of thattrult 
committed to him )ſato order his Interelts, that to advance the peoples 
good,ſh1ll be for the Princes advantage. Subjzeds will have great reaſon 
to promiſe to themſclyes atull happincile, from the faithtull diſcharge of 
his Regall office, to which hes to ſtrongly tycd by rhoſebonds of jultics 
and profit. This the wiſcdome of our Anccttors hath provided for ina 
hgh degree, and ſo temperd tlus Government, that both King, 
an pou , will be ioyntly happy, or joyntly nuſcrable, The ſeveral 
poods of each forme are here vaited ; we have great Democraticall 
advantages, and yet may avoid the cvills of apopular State,as long as 
Monarchy is keptvp in its duc height, and tumultuous, infolent mul» 
tltudes are not protected from a legall tryall : We have the good of 
Ariſtocracy,Counſell of the be(t experienced ( ſuch as have ſtudied nati- 
onsand men )nor yct are we acquainted with the dilcaſe of it, faction 
among{tthe Nobility, The Counkl of many 1s profitable, but the re- 
ſolve of one is neceſlary. Since they lookivg vpon oneancather as equille; 
would be very apt to quarreil ; for whca one contradiats, what another 
hath adviſcd, the debate betweeae them ſeemes to be, which Is the 
wiſer man. Their diicourſcs arc ike ſo many pleadings for bonour, and 
we know, What ifſuc fwch fuices wonld come to, when the thing in 
controveriiceis fo highly valucd, if there were not a iudge to deter- 
minc, And this is the bencft of Monarchy ; which is ſo reſtr:i1cd by 
ſome power proper to the Houſes it cannot degenerate into a tyrrany.

He bath leaſt reaſon to breake the 
Laws willfully, becauſc he enjoyes molt by them, and experience having 
ſhewedthe benefit of obſerving them, and the ills of the contraty, He 
cannot but doubt, the People would faile of their duty, ifhe doe, in per- 
formance of truſt, and caſt offthe bond of obedience, ifhe doe, that of 
Protetion- Theſe things ducly weighed,render that malice incxcuſable, 
which hathlong time exerciſed the People with moſt vnreaſonable 
fearey, of lands, and liberty, and Religion being in danger ; and this,not« 
withiianding the Kings many ſacred i'roteſtations to the contrary before 
Godand all the worl9, and the whole courſe of his proceedings, which 
evidently tend tothe ſecuring all.

Toconclude, if the People hearken to reaſon, they muſt needes 
thike, His Majeſtic will be more ready to prevent all reall danger, 
then any SubjeR whatloever, becauſe He is ſure to beare the greateſt 
ſarcin the loſle, It alwaics was the Maſter-pollicy amongſt the wilelt 
Legiſators to grant to them the greateſt power of Government, to 
whom the preſervation of the preſent State would be moſt beneficuall 
becauſe their private Intereſts were the ſame with the Publique, from 
which if they ſwerv'd by error or miſ-igformation, their owne d1l- 
advantage did foone appcare.

treaty of peace and one Maſter Ripiath came- to Brainford and atfirimed that therd-was a 
treaty of peaco agreed on berween the King and Parliament, and {h-wed his Commiſſion 
to g0*0 the Queen, ſaying that ke went to carry her the news of accomodation ; and 
conſidering that if his V aic{tic will grant ſuch propoſttionsss are fit and honourable fo: 
them to inliſt upon, they (h4ll obraine their defires by peace which they alwayes preferre 
inthe ficſt place ; and if they cannot have this granted, then they (hall have more aid and 
ail:-ftauce from the Kingdom, for the maintaining the Rights and Liberties of the Subjects, 
And if thoſe evil Councellours about His Majeſty ſhould draw His Maieſty fromthis Tres- 
ty, as they were the inſtruments of breaking the other, it will render them the more odi- 
015 to the whole Kingdom +. The Houſe thoughrar fit tro canſider of ſome 10Ns to 
be preſented ro His Naicſty, and to obtaina ſpeedy Anſwer concerning the ſame.

The Farle of Cuttberlands confedrates have ſent to the Earle of Newcaltle, to imvite 
him to come with his Forces into Yorkeſhire to raiſe the Seige before Yorke, the ſaid 
Erle of Cumberland being kepr in with his Cavaliers by Captainc Hotham that he can- 
not ſtirre out, but the Earle of Newcaſtle thinks his comming thither will lictle availe,

himſclfe Bankrupt. But fince your Majcſty came to be our Soycraigne, 
teaſt we ſhould be to of ſo great an addition, it ſeemes the 
hand of Heaven hath thought good to curbe our fclicitic in this 
point. For we have lived to fce that ſtocke of forraigne Reputati- 
en, which that great Queene your Predeceſſor left us, quite vani- 
ſhed and brought to nothing ; And for acquiring of new it is thing 
ſo long fince growne out of uſe,as that it may very well borancked 
—_ thoſe other Inventions we have loſt through the iniquitic of 
the times, 

The old compaſſe of Honour is quite forgotten, and our Pylots 
now a dayes have no other courſe then that of their own fortunes, 
according to which they tack and vntack all publique affaires. No 
marvell then if we ſce the goodly veſſell of ſtate miſguided, and 
ſhamefully expoſed to all manner of dangers, ſometimes by being 
runne a ground upon the ſands of ſhallow and vacertaine policic 
but moſt of all by being kept at Anchor ( full as it is of leakes and 
rotten ribs ) in the deepe Gulfe of ſecurity, where it takes in more 
matter of ruine and Corruption in fix Monethes, then can be 
out againe ia ſeven yeares, Nor can our Stateſmen excuſe their neg- 
hgence hercaftcr, with faying the wind did not ſerve, for nover did 
Heaven blow more favourably to our advantage then it hath done of | 
ate, had we the grace yo have fitted our fayles to the gr 
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bccafion, but there hath not beene knowne what emer« bath hung 
n long time upon this unfortunate ſtate, and (till —_ pro» 

ous force, as for ought ſce, nnleſſe God of his mercy putto his 
helping hand, it willrather (inck usthen ſuffer usto goe forward in any 
courſe, that reads to our proſperity. In the meane time, our adverfarics 
have Sca-roome enough, and ull is fiſh that comes to their nets. It 
ſcemes they bave forbidden us under paineof their bigh diſplealureto 
dealeany more in matters of worth, and reſerving to themſelves the 
rich _ end criumphs of the time, bave thought it ſufficient to (hears 
our (heepe, and ferch home ſpices to make gingerbread.

Theſe things are the more irkeſome to us, by reaſon wee didleaſt

£0 boote the oncely Nation inthe World that could compare With us in 
valour to bee our fellow Souldiers; bur the event fhewes wee are in no»

our {cives . For now we lee, contrary to our hopes 
heveſremated, and how vilely wee have ſuffred our brave roll 
tics to paſſe away one after another as in a dreame, our grerteſt com« 
forts are changed into <quall deſpaire, and our molt reputcd bleſſings 
into molt apparent curſes. 

Ofall the bleflings that diſcend from Heaven to Earth, there is none 
to bce received with more praiſe and thankfulneſle then that of peace 
but a man may have too much of his Fathers bleſſing; and I feare wee 
have too mach cauſe to complaine of your Majcſtics unlimited k 
theexceſte whereof hath long ſince turned vertue into vice, and hcalth 
intoſickneſsc, as long as other Princes kepe themſelves within their de« 
voire, and followed your great example, it was a thing rather to bee 

loried in, then any way reproached, that your Mazcſty was knowne 
y the name of K ing of Peace through Cheiſttendome; but now that 
both our (worne Enemics and for{worne friends have taken up armes 
with one conſent, and as it were todefame your Maicſlics le by 


entcrprizi n your necre(t and dearelt intereſt in forraigue parts. 
Now thet there queſtion of Gods glory as well as your owne, and 
that the cauſe of borh your Children lye equally a blecding : Now, 
(1 ay) to continue ſtill the ſame, and ſtill unmovyed, as though you 
were no King of this World, bus lod aca polctzed of the King: 
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dome of Heaven, by vertue of Zears Paciſici; this certainely is ſuch a 
firange pecce of {upererrogation,as will ſeemeto altoniſh this preſent 
| age,and that ro come, but delerve well of ncithery It will rather bring 
in doubt your former Merit, and make us fuſpeA your peaccable Ciſpo- 
tion all the while, hath not procceded fo mu.h cue of Chriſtian 
picty and love of Jultice, as out of mecre impot:ency and love of 
CalC. 

Pardon me, Q King, if I ſpcake unto you ina language you arc not 
accuſtomed to heare; It is a part of your Supremacy not tu have your 
darling finne layd open, as my Lords the Biſhops doe very well ob- 
ferve, but its now no longer time to blanch and palliate that which all 
the World ſecs, for though I feare it lyes (till in your bolome,yet the La» 
zing Starte was not more ſpcRable in our Horizon, nor gayethbe peoe 
ple more occaſion of talke; Heaven grant it may not bee the cauſe 
of more miſchcifc, then the other was aligne of. Iris in your Maicſtics 

wer to take away our feare and danger both ar once, if you willat 

neth know but your owne ftrength, and takea reſolution worthy of 
your ſcltc, 

There are two faire occaſions that come as it were a wooing to 
your Maicity at chis time, the Icaſt of whichdeſerves the honour apd 
good fortune of your Maiden-armes,fo iult and ſoreligions in all bumane 
and divine reſpeAs, as 1 dare ſay, ifthe noble Army of Martyrs were 
ſent downe upon Earth to make their fortunes anew, they would 
@ooſe no other quarrell to dye in, nor hope for a ſurer way torecover 
o_ their Crowne of glory. The onc1s to re-c{tabliſh your owne 

ildren in Germany, the other to preſerve Gods Children in France,

(ount Aansfiell is a gailant man,and deſerves not onely to be 
wcll paid,but highly rewarded for the good 1:rvicehe hath done your 
Maicity inthat Country, where had he not arrived when he did, thoſe 
t:w all worthy Countrimen of ours, that would not goc away before 
they ſaw the laſt danger come, had beene miſerably tacrificed to the 
Spaniards Butchery, which would have made a great part of us have 
worne blacke in England a great while, but nothing would have 
la'tcd blacke ſo long as the ſtory of it, which when Polterity came 
to read, they would certainly have blurred that part of your Raigne

They that maintaine the excommunication, depoſition, and aſ- 
faſlination of Princes, would d:fire no better a ground tor their opi- 
nion then ſach an advantage; and it could not but anger the very Saints 
themiclves, to ſec the enemies triumph over them with ſuch unlaw- 
full weapons, Your Majeſty may ſay what you will of Puritans, and 
by tlianthority of your knowne disfavour, make that good word bee 
takenin an ill ſence, butifmy obſervations have not erred inſome pare 
of Chriſtendome where I have lived, there is no Religion like thcirs 
for a Soveraigne, that deſires to make himſelfe abſolute; inſomuch, as 
I wonder, that ſuch Princes that profeſle Religion onely for policy ſake, 
will ſaffer any other in their Dominions, For let a Proteltant King, 
one that I meane rules over a people of thatprofeſſion,bee never 1ono- 
coriouſly wicked in his perſon, nor ſo enormious in his government,let 
him ſtamp vice with his example, and make it currant by being his, let 
him remove the ancient bound-markes cf lawfull Soveraignty, and 
make every day more yoakes and new ſcourges for his poore people, 
let him take reward and puniſhment out of the hands of Tuſtice, and 
diltribute them without rizhe or wrong, as may make his followers 
doubt whether there bee a Heaven or Hell, (which deſperate point of 
belcife) is a great helpe and preparative to Court preferrement. In 
ſhort, let him ſo exceed in miſcheife, ruine, and oppreſſion, as Nero 
(compared with him,) may bee held to bee a very Father of the peo - 
ple, when hce hathdone all that can bee imagined to procure hate, and 

hee ſhall not for all that have occahionto feare,but may boldly 
poe in and ont to his ſports without a publique Guard or a privy Coet; 
and though every day of his raigne _ torrha new prodegy —_— 
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111 that arc honeſt, and aſtoniſh all that are wiſe, yet ſhall hee not need: 
bs take the leſſe drinke when hee goes to bed, or the more thought 
when hee riſes, but may ſolace himſclfc as ſecurely in his Bedchamber, 
as the grand Signiour in bis Serag/sa, have. Lords Spirituall for his 
Mutes, and Lords Temporall for his Eunuches, and whomhee will 
for his Incubus, There may hee kiflc his Minions without ſhame, and 
make his Groomes his Companions without danger, who becauſe they 
arc not acquainted with his ſecret ſinnes, aſſumes to themſclves as 
much power and reſpeRy as Catholique Princes uſe togive their Con» 
feſſours (a pack of rayenous curres) that know no difterence betwixt 
the Common-weale, and one of their Maſters forreſts; bur thinke all 
other SubjcAs beaſts, are onely made for them to prey upon, that lick 
their maſters ſoares not whole , but ſnatch and tarke at every man that 
darcs bee found circled with theſe {weet Beagles, hee may revell and 
langh when all the land mournes ; and upon every foote of ground his 
prerogative gets, hugge his Engineers, and cry with Trber:46,O people 
preparcd for ſervitude, His poore Proteſtant Subjefs, will oncly 
th.nke, hec is given them of God for the puniſhment of their ſinnes, 
and that hee ought to bee obeyed, not becauſc hee is good, but becauſe 
hec is thcir King, not hecauſe hee rules according to juſtice and cquity 
but becauſe his power is the ordinance of God; yea the Preachers of 
greateſt note and credit, will hold themſelves bound in duty to praiſe. 
him againlt cheir conſcience, and laying aſide Divinity, make the Pul- 
pit aſtage of flattery, where youſhall have him enduc him after a moſt 
Pocticall manner with more then all h1s vertues, and point him ſo cx- 
ccllent good, as would make all that heare them happy, if they could 
belceve the thipgs of Princes, as well as thoſe of God, in ſpite of their 
ſcnces, Neither doe their Fatherboods this ont of ſimplicity or igno- 
rance, (forthey are well read in the black booke of the Court, ) but out 
of a politique apd ambitious purpoſc, to ſ{weetenthe peoples minds,and 
keepe them from rebelling. 

Thelſe arethe fruits and propertics of the reformed Religion, which 
reacheth divine providence acc-rding to divine truth, and tyes the 
SubjeAs to ſuch wonderfull patience and obedience, as doth almolt 
veritic that bold ſpeech of CIach vill,when hee (aid, Chrillianity made 
men cowards. And if it bce 1o advantagious to a bad Prince, 
how much more to a good, for though duties are and muſt bee pa.d 
to bothy yet is there a great deale of difference inthe manner and pro- 
portion, noleſſe then ules to bee betweene the bare workes of chari- 
ty and mutuall friendſhip, the one reccives the SubjcAs ſervice and 


obedience as a meere almcs given for Gods 1ake, the other as a free 


LencyOlence, wherein men extend themſclycs with the morcalacrie 
pn.

The experience your Majeſty bath had in your ions an 
raigne, will better declare this truth then = Cont d wap 
therefore digreſsc no further in this point, but Dy way ofinferencere- 
turne tothe marke I doeaytme at, which I doutt not, but your Majce 
flics quick apprehen(ion will ſooner hit, then 1 can how : for how can 
your Maiclty but find ic more then reaſonabl:, to tavour and aſſiſt a 
Religion that you ſce deſerves fo well of Princes, and all humane ſo. 
ciety, that reacheth the tumultuous Earth the Harmony of Heaven,and 
makes men obey Kings, as the Angels doe God, that charitably beares 
with the bad, and aboundantly requites the good : In ſhort,a Religion 
that hates the Jelute with aperteR hatred, becauſc the y are the Kings 
encmics, 

How ill adviſed ehen is that young Prince, that ſcekes with fire and 
ſword to drive this holy and true opinion out of bis Kingdome? what 
can heo pretend by this his crucky beſides the pleaſure of makin 
Martyres? would hee have all his SubicRs agree, that it is lawfull tokil 
Kings, and none left to write againſt conſecrated Knives? would hee 
have all his great ones take pentions of his ambitious Neighbours, to 
winck at every publique preiudice that may ſerve to augment their 
eſtates and leſsen his, and none left to oppoſe the deſignes of his cn« 
vious ſuperiurs in the Rowan Hicrarchy, who have a long time 
thought the Crown of Fraxce toogoodly a thing for him or any French- 
man to poſlc(ſe, conformable to which there 1s a famous worke come» 
poſed by a Spaniſh Authour who for the betrer mannaging of Chri- 
ſtcndome, his wiſedome thinkes there ſhould bee but two Monarchies, 
a Spirituall and a Temporall, the Pope to have the one, and his Majelty

the otherz But ſuppoſe little Lewis the juſt and his ſtraight Allyance 


with Spine, and his devote obſervance to Rome, may promiſe himſelte 
more aſſurance of bis life and Empire, then Henry the Great his more 
worthy Father : Neverthelefſe it hee were old cnough to bee wiſe, hee 
would never tcach his people fo dangerous a leſſon, as to know their 
owne ſtrength, nor move them to take up Armes upon any occaſion 
by compelling them to defend themſelves ina juſt cauſe.

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Hee is blind that knowes not what heedoth, but God hath opened 
your Majelties eyes, and by his poweruil illumination barred your 
conſcience from all plea of ignorance, it is nothing fo preivous in him to 
murther aud ſcatter Cur 1$Ts flock, as itis 1n your Majeſty to looke 
on, who arc as well his Deputy Shephcard as his Viceroy; indeed you 
arc nothing, nor can bee con/idered in any capacity, funRtion, or dignie 
ty, Which doth nor highly oblige you to take the cauſe of theſe poore 
men to heart, and employ your potent inceancs for their preſervation, 
Hitherto you have put God Almighty to doe miracles tor them, who 
will not ſufter them to periſh for his owne names ſake, 

But it is now expetcd both of God and Man, that you ſhould pur 
to your helping hand, and command that reaſon with your (word, 
which you have often in vaine delired with your penne, Your Majeſty 
ſhall no ſooner exceed words, and ſhew your (elfereall inthis worthy 
relolution, but the taotball will preſently bee on your (ide, and then 
it will bee your turne to recc:ve Embaſladours as talt, as you have ſent 
them for the mediation of peace, That which is now held too much 
to grant, your Majclty may then thinke too little, and bavethe more 
for che profit cannot but anſwer your bonour, when you ſhall ſee it in

remaines then, bur to bring forth your Royall Standard, and make the 
Coniun@ion of your Armes the happy Inſtrumene of your Peoples 
[jnion, They ſhall no ſooner behold that comon Enfizne of Honour 
wherein they have bothequall Intereſt, but all other Notes of diverſity,
